The belief seems to bo growing among 


scientists that there is, alter all, no such 
disease as hydrophobia. This strikes deep 
at the root of a long established and ven- 
erable opinion, and will no doabt be re~- 
ceived with a great deal of opposition, but 
thare is so much to be said en the subject 
and so many experiments have been made 
that one is inclined to suspend judgment 
ac least and wait for further development. 
An incident is related where a man was 
bitten upon the side of his face by a pet 
dog. He applied to the hospital for treat- 
ment, and was fouucl to ba extremely 
nervous. The dog was carefully examined 
and pronounced by the veterinary to ba ia 
perfect health, Somo c^.periuicnfs by in- 
oculation^ were tried on rabbits without 
apy unpleasant results. Agxin and again 
wero the rabbits inoculated, nnd they re- 
mained to all appearance as well as over. 
But the man became laora and more nerv- 
ous and frightened, and finally died, of 
what diseaso tho attendants in tho bospi 
tat found it very difficult to determine, al- 
though the death certiiicate was issued lor 
hydrophobia.

Some eminent medical men declaro that 


one of the most important things is to at- 
tempt to eradicate from the public rniECl 
(jh.8 idea that there is such a thing as hy- • 
dropbobia. They claim that it never oo 
curs in faet: but that there is a nervous 
terror which takes possession of the pa 
tienti who actually dies of what is nothing 
more or less thaa fright and nervous con- 
vulsions. Of coarse such a statement; 
leaves a wide margin for discussion and 
debate. As a matter of fac.t, if there is EQ 
such thing as hydrophobia there cerbamly 
is a nervous state that becomes terrible in 
tho extreme 
Really there must bo some 


thing of a serious naturo to CFUGQ eucb 
drejidf ill suffering and death. — Xcw York 
Ledger.

Too Mnch Xonjooac. 


In 1ST3 Mr. W, Bancroft E?peut Import- 


ed four pairs of tho Indian mongoose from 
Calcutta into Jamaica for tho purpose of 
destroying the cano piece rat. Ten years 
later it was estimated that the saying to 
tho colony through the work of this ani- 
mal amounted to £100,000 annually. Then 
came a sudden change in the aspect of 
affairs. 
It was found that tho mongoose 


destroyed all ground nesting birds, aud 
that the poultry, as well as tho insectivo- 
rous reptiles and batrachmns of the island, 
wero being exterminated by it. Injurious 
Insects increased In consequence a thou- 
sandfold. Tho temporary benefits of the 
introduction Avore speedily wiped away, 
and tho mongoose became a peat. 


Domestic animals, including young 


pigs, kids, lambs, newly dropped calvos, 
puppies and kittens, wore destroyed by it, 
while It also ate ripe bananas, pineapples, 
young corn, avocado pours, sweet potatoes, 
cocoas, yams, peas, sugar cuno, meat and 
salt provisions nnd fl§h. Now, we arc 
told, nature has niado another effort to 
restore tho balance. 
With tho increase of 


insects due to tho destruction by the 
mongoose of their destroyers has come nn 
Increase of ticks, which are destroying the 
mongoose, undall Jamaicans rejoice.— -Na- 
ture.

Some of these 
engines will develop a tremendous 
power, while others are simply devised 
as a cheap and reliable means1 of work- 
Ing a farmer's pump. 


Experiments extending over a period 


of years have beenJ conducted for the 
purpose of generating electricity by 
this means. Developments along these 
lines so far have not been entirely sat- 
isfactory, though indications point to 
ultimate success. The difficulties met 
with art principally owing to the in- 
constancy of the wind, which must 
be overcome by storing up the energy 
of the gale to be given off as require^. 
As the «low development of the storage 
battery retards this important achieve- 
ment we await with Impatience the 
Improvements in this direction that we 
know ought to be made. The time will 
undoubtedly come when electric light- 
Ing will be done In this manner—In 
fact, the electric light plant In- a vil- 
lage In Scotland Is now partially op- 
erated by a wind wheel which Is built 
on the horizontal principal.. 


To those unfamiliar with tho pro- 


duction of the wind engine as used at 
the present time a visit to this section 
of the Exposition will be a revelation. 
Hitherto this early invention has been 
useful merely" to the fanner aud stock* 
man.

Byron Gordon contributes an article en- 
titled *'Th« Ifyster&u* City of Honduras" 
to the January Century. Tbi* give* aa 
i ccount cf tb« recenc remarkable Uisc-ov- 
t-riej made at Cop&n. Mr. Gordon says: 


Hidden away among; tbe raoantains of 


Honduras, in a beautiful valley which, 
even in that little traveled country, wbero 
remcteoesi is a characteristic attribute of 
places, is unusually secluded. Copsn ie 
one of the greatest mysteries of the ages. 
After tbe publication (in 1840) of Stephens' 
account of his visit, to the ruins, which 
tsade them taown for the ftrst tiaae to 
tbe world, tbe interest awakened by his 
graphic description and tbe drawings That 
accompanied it from tho skillful pencil ot 
Catherwood relapsed, and until within 
the last decade writers on tho snbjoct of 
American arcbseology were dependent en- 
tirely for information concerning Copnn 
upon th« writings of Stephens, wliich were 
regarded by many with skepticism and 
mistrust. Not only do the recent explora- 
tions confirm the account given by Ste- 
phens as regards the magnitude and impor- 
tance of the rulus, bat the collection of 
relict now in tbe Peabcdy museum is sxrfS- 
cipjit to convince tbe most skeptical that 
here are tbo remains of & city, unknown 
to history, as remarkable and as worthy 
of otir ca'reful consideration aa any of tbe 
ancient centers of civilization in the old 
world. 


Whatever the origin of its people, this 


old city is distinctly American, the growth 
of American soil and environment. The 
gloom_y forest, tbo abode of monkeys and 
jaguars, wljich clothed tho valley at tbo 
time of Stephens* visit, was in great part 
destroyed about 30 years ago by a colony 
from Guatemala, which came to plant'in 
the fertile soil of the~valley tho tobacco for 
which, mnch more than lor the ruint. 
that valley is famous throughout Central, 
America today. The trees that grew upon 
the higher structures were left, forming 
;i picturesque grove, a remnant; of which 
.still remains—a low ogdars, and ceibas of 
gigajuio proportions clustered about tha 
ruins of &e temples, shrouding them In 
a romber shade and sending their "huge 
roots into the crevices and unexplored 
chambers and vaults and galleries of the 
vast eflificqs. 


Tho area comprised within the limits of 


the old city consists of n level plain seven 
or eight miles long nnd two miles wide at 
the greatest. This plain is co\ered with 
the remains of stono bouses, doubtless tbe 
habitations of t&6 wealthy. Th'e streets, 
squares and courtyards were paved with 
stopo or with white cement made from 
lime and powdered rock, and the drainage 
was accomplished by means of covered 
canals and Underground sewers built of 
stone and cement. On the slopes of tbe 
mountains, too, are found numerous ruins, 
and even on the highest punks fallen col- 
umns and rumed'structures may be seen.

In the midst of tbe city, stands the princi- 
pal group of structures—thQ temples, pal- 
aces and buildings of a public character.

ment, corresponding to the growth of 
culture, and keeping pivco with tho px- 
pa'ndlng tastes of the pooplo or tfieife- 
mands of their national lifo. Its-sides 
faco the four cardinal points; itg greatest 
length from north to south is about 8QO 
feet, and from east to west It measured 
originally rienrly as mttcb, but'» part Of

Each garment 
worn should have had time to adapt 
itself to the figure of the rider and 
should have become as easy as the 
proverbial "old shoe" before the cyclist 
tmsts himself to its tender mercies for 
a lengthened absence from home. 


If not found desirable or convenient 


to make a bicycle tour to Buffalo, all 
cyclists are advised to take their 
wheels with them. Transportation by 
iflll or water will be so cbeap and 
efficient that a very small outlay In 
time and money will enable even those 
ti\ Ing at a distance to make the trip.

"That is true, I ih:i:t, oclv so far 
as a gir! can or cannot adapt. herst-H from 
ono condition to another. Tbe difference 
between the college and the home is sim- 
ply thedifft-reaee between all training and 
real work in the world. If a college course 
is rightly understood anil taken advan- 
tage of, it will prepare rather than unlit a 
girl for the wisest government of a house. 
If she has used her time and opportunities 
at college well, ber training of system and 
discipline will prove of the first impor- 
tance to her Li conducting tho domestic 
machinery. Aside from the direct appli- 
cation of her training to her work, she has 
tbe great ad vantage of resources of mental 
refreshment when moments of leisure 
come to her. The domestic courses, now 
being so generally introduced into the cur 
njulum of our girls' colleges, also give a 
practical value to a college education for a 
girl which it did not possess a few years 
ago. The value of these courses lies in the 
foundation which they give a girl to build 
upon. 


"All things being equal, a collage train- 


ing is unquestionably a source of inesti- 
mable value to a girl, as it is to a man, and 
she is the better equipped for ber duties oi 
wife and mother because of it. Knowl- 
edge is "iways valuable. 
Yet It docs not 


by any means follow that a girl unable tc 
go thfough college is at a disadvantage 
with her girl friend who did. Where it is 
feasible and possible it is an excellent 
pert of a girl's equipment, and its advan- 
tages will come back to her a thousand- 
fold in her future years. But in the ma- 
jority of cases a college training is not 
feasible or possible. If going to college 
simply means to a girl's mind the fan to 
bo had, it is infinitely better that sho 
should remain at home. If a girl ia in- 
slined to be selfish and hungers simply for 
a brilliant career, it is wisest that the sof- 
tening influences of a home remain her 
portion. If she is physically not strong, 
the home caro i= a thousand times better 
for her than the boss care she can procure 
lit any school or college." 


ON ACCUMULATING MONEY. 


The Place to Begin. Mr. Gonleby 


I* Right Where a Man is. 


"Why, 
say," said Mr. Gozzleby, "the 


more I think of it the more I think that 
the place for a man to begin is right where 
he is. I doii'S see how going west, or go- 
ing south, or going any other place is go- 
ing to keep him unless he's got it in him. 
Even in fast growing places with a tre- 
mendous boom on the bulk of the people 
work for day's wages, just as they do hers.

Luck may 
strike a man occasionally, but the dunces 
are millions to one against it, and It never 
strikes a man who waits for it. Money of 
course gives a man greatly added power. 
The rich man can seize opportunities thai 
the poor man (»n't touch. But prettj 
much all the rich men in .this countrj 
were once poor. They made the monej 
themselves, as every man has tie right to 
do for himself. It may be put in here that 
it is a mighty good thing for a man to 
have a few hundred dollars laid by. It 
may coma hcuidy any time. Get ahead a 
little. 


"As to the place to begin there is none 


any better than right where a man is. He 
sees the difficulties there, familiar as he is 
with his surroundings, but it's just the 
same 50 miles or 1,000 miles west. There 
where everything is new to him the condi- 
tions might seem easier and more favor- 
able, but in reality they are just the same. 
The great majority of men there are 
plugging away for a xnere existence, and 
here, as in hia own town, the men who 
are making the money are the men of 
brains and courage and enterprise and.

A man who knows & good 
many of the local Cfctaesa cays one lauo- 
drymat! went back to China a few yean 
ago with $40,000 in American money, aU 
earned in tbe laundry business, but prob- 
ably largely by the buying and selling of 
laundries. There are some oi the local 
Chinamen who are continually dickering 
in laundrtea. One of them, who has re- 
cently bought a State street laundry for 
81,000, is said to have carried on negotia- 
tions for the purchase of over 2o laundries 
in western Massachusetts during the last 
few years. He does not seciu tobavo much 
trouble In getting funds for such pur- 
chases, as iticB wbu have lent him money 
iu iaauy instances OB 30 to GO day notai 
say be has always paid before the paper ii 
dua It is said that a good Chinese laun- 
drrman can clear $25 a week, although be 
pays from $14 la $25 rent, and socaeiiioeE 
as high as $40, and hires two or three, men 
at wages .ranging from f G to $10 a week. 
When their very economical habits of liv- 
ing are considered, it is probable that they 
save a large share of their earnings. They 
seem generally to have money to pay theSt 
bills, for local merchants who deal witfi 
them say their accounts are almost always 
paid promptly. 
~~ 


A queer feature of the laundry business 


is the extent to which the local laundries 
are in the hands of syndicates or combina- 
tions of the lauodrymen. A group 01 
them, related to each other, are said to 
control calf a dozen laundries on South 
Main and State streets, and there ore oth- 
er similar combinations in the city. The 
members of these various "syndicates"1 
are generally not on good terms with each 
other. If they meet in some store, they 
will not speak, though knowing each oth- 
er perfectly welL The competition be- 
tween these various ^groups to buy up a£ 
available laundry is said'to be very sharp, 
and a local man who has such an opening 
to rent is said to have received 25 applica 
tions for it—Springfield Republican. 
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THE KING'S SERGEANTS. 


They Used to Be the Ab»olute Chief* of 


the English Bar. 


In days long gone by the judges and 


sergeants appear always to have gone tc- 
Westminster ball on horsefiack, with a ret- 
inue of men in livery. And in the ad- 
dresses to the sergeants on their call, advice 
was given them as to the number of 
horses they should keep when riding the 
circuit. The judges up to the middle, of 
the sixteenth century seem usually to have 
gone on mules, lite the old bishops and 
abbots. 
Sergeant Whiddon, who was 


made a judgo of the common pleas in 1553, 
is said to have been the first to introduce 
the custom of riding on horseback instead 
of mule. It is said that the cavalcade was 
sometimes .very imposing, the lord chan- 
cellor and great officers of state, with'the 
judges and leaders of the bar and many ol 
the nobility, going on horseback in full 
state. • Such was certainly the case when 
Bacon obtained the greafe seal in 1617. 


The king's sergeants, selected from the 


general body, varied very much in num- 
ber. When the number exceeded three, a 
further distinction was conferred by con- 
stituting one or more of them the king's 
ancient or most ancient sergeants. The 
king's sergeants were in every way the 
chiefs of the bar and1 always took preced- 
ence of the attorney 'general and every 
one else as the king's counsel in the law 
and chief law officers. 
The offices of at- 


torney and solicitor general are modern 
substitutes foe that of the king's sergeant. 
In 1633 an order in council placed the at- 
torney and solicitor general before all the 
king's sergeants except the "two ancient- 
^st," and so the seniority remained until 
1814, when by an order in council the at- 
torney and solicitor general were perma- 
nently placed over all the sergeants. 


The difference between a queen's coun- 


sel and a sergeant is this—the former is 
created by patent and the latter by writ 
under the great seal. As to rank there is 
no difference whatever between a sergeant 
who has obtained a patent of precedence 
and a queen's counsel, but with regard tc 
sergeants who have no patent it is other- 
wise.—Gentleman's Magazine. 


. His First Firearm. 


Marshall Tidd, the famous gun builder 


of \Voburn, Mass., made his first flerann 
out of a spike 63 years ago. When Mar- 
shall was 10 years old, his father died, 
and he was apprenticed to a shoemaker, 
On the day when the Boston and Lowell 
railroad ran its first train through Woburn 
the boy was one of the spectators. He 
picked up a spike, and the idea occurred 
to him that it could be fashioned into a 
pistol barrel. 
A blacksmith cut off the 


ends of the spike, and Marshall then bored 
it on his brother's lathe. He found a piece 
of hoop iron and fastening one end in a 
vise made a spiral of the metal. When he 
got the shape that seemed best, he made a 
tool to cut the inside of the barrel. This 
piatol barrel was mounted on a stock that 
extends the entire length of the barrel. 
The hammer is very old fashioned in de- 
sign, striking a percussion cap nipple. He 
sold the weapon to another boy for $3, and 
it was lost sight of for nearly a quarter ol 
a century. One day a friend got track of 
it and presented it to the innker. It is 
still In working ordor.—New York Trib- 
une. 


The Burning of Gree » Wood. 


Every one who enjoys sitting by a wood 


fire must have obasrved how the wood 
sputters and hisses and frequently gives 
off little jets of flames and again the pieces 
crackle and fly off at a considerable dis- 
tance. This is caused by the water in tho 
wood which, confined in the cells, becomes 
heated and generates steam. It is a curi- 
ous fact that intense heat and intense cold 
produce fractures in various substances. 
In the most extreme cold weather it is not 
uncommon, especially if the cold hoe 
coma on suddenly, to find trees that are 
uplit from the ground to tho top by the 
notion of frost 
Freezing expands the wa- 


ter in the colls of tho wood, and so sud- 
denly is this done that the trees burst a» 
would a pitcher or- mug In which water 
Wat conflnod.—New York Lodger.

Bakeries That Produce Kotliing Else and 


Sell to Wholesalers Only. 


Doughnuts, as every housewife knows, 


are raised with yeast, and crullers arc not. 
For doughnuts a spougo is made ia a 
doughnut and cruller bakery at 9 a. m. 
The time required for tho sponge to rise 
depends somewhat on the season and the 
temperature. It is made to rise at a uni- 
form time by keeping it where it is warm 
in vi inter and by the use of cold water 
and cold milk in summer. More flour and 
the spices and other ingredients are mixed 
in at 1 o'clock, and the (lough is then lefE 
to stand until 4 p. m., when it is rolled 
out and cut up into pieces that will bo 
doughnuts when cooked. Thus cut out 
they aro laid along in boxes or trays and 
raised again for an hour or an hour and a 
half, and then they are cooked. 


The doughnuts are laid on who holders, 


which are submerged in boiling fat or oil. 
When done, they are lifted out and drained 
and are then ready for sale. Doughnuts 
are made of different shapes, and there are 
some variations mado on doughnut stock. 
There arc, for instance, doughnuts made 
with an opening in them which is filled 
with jelly, aud there are variations on the 
cruller—as, for example, one made with 
an icing or frosting—these several varia- 
tions 'having each a name of its own. 


\Yhcn the various ingredients of which 


crullers are made have been mado into 
dough, the dough is rolled out, and the 
crullers are cut from the sheets. They are 
picked up separately and the crossbars 
deftly twisted in and" out, facilitating tho 
perfect cooking and giviiig the cruller its 
old timo familiar form and appearance. 
Crullers are cooked in tho same way as 
doughnuts. 


Doughnuts and crullers are made in 


i many bakeries that make bread and cake 


j and other things for their own retail trade, 
i There are at least four bakeries in tho 


city that make nothing but doughnuts 
and crullers, selling to bakeries and res- 
taurants at wholesale only.—Is'ew York 
Sun.

The camera, therefore, is attached j 


to the tubo of the telescope, and tBo object j 
to be photographed is brought into tliej 
lens at tho intersection of two cross wires i 
Then by a system of clockwork the tele- 
scopo mov^s so that the subject occupies 
the same position on tlie plate during the 
exposure. 


It is another curious feature of celestial 


photography that a plate may be exposed 
several nights on the same subject. I havo 
seen star cluster and nebulas pictures 
which "wero exposed, tho former on two 
and the latter on four successive evenings. 
Tho picture showing tho ncbulra required 
a total exposure oi 13 hours and 44 min- 
lltes.

Kansas Crusader Arrested Four 


Tunes. 


DEMOLISHED A iUtLOOl IT TOPEKA 


C»*4 Day'B Work of the Aatijolat-

Topeta, Feb. JS.— Mrs. Carrie Nation 


put in a busy Sunday in Topeka, aud 
as a rt-sult the capital oty has experi- 
enced more genuine excitement than 
can be ranenibert-d by the oldest in- 
habitant. Mrs, Nation literally craia- 
ined the day with Thrilling episodes. 
She succeeded In having the contents 
of a notorious "joint" smashed, broke 
into a cold storage plant where a num- 
ber of fine bars Lad been stored away 
for safety and demolished tiiem, ad- 
dressed a large mass meeting of men 
and women and was arrested four 
times. The last time that the law laid 
its hands upon her was when Mrs. Na- 
tion emerged from the church where 
the mass meeting had been held. 


Last night Mrs. Nation announced 


that she would begin today where she 
left off and will not rest until all the 
"joints" in Topeka have been closed. 


Sunday morning at 6 o'clock, just as 


the big bell on the Church of the As- 
sumption tower was striking the hour, 
Mrs. Nation sallied forth from the 
statehonse grounds at the head of 500 
men and women, all armed with hatch- 
ets and axes, and moved on the 
"joints" of the city. Nobody but Mrs. 
Nation knew what plans she had laid. 


In the crowd were a large pumber of 


students of "Washburn college, some of 
the ministers of the city and a number 
o£ professional and business men. The 
crowd marched in perfect military or- 
der, the men and women following 
their recognized leader, whom they 
seemed to trust implicitly. The com- 
pany marched silently out of the state- 
house grounds, down Kansas avenue, 
to the place on East Seventh street 
kept by Ed Murphy. When Murphy's 
place was reached, the work of demoli- 
tion began. 


The Attack on the "Joint." 


Mrs. Nation, brandishing a new 


hatchet, headed the onslaught, titter- 
Ing words of deprecation against the 
"joint" keepers as she sent her weapon 
through the first plate glass window at 
hand. Others'followed her lead quick- 
ly. Amid the shouts of the crusaders 
and the dictatorial commands of the 
policemen present trying to protect the 
property glass was feoon crashing to 
the ground on all sides.

25 or SO years ago. 
The life of an engine 


ts limited only by its ability to run with 
ordinary repairs. There are engines in 
active service today which weretuilt sixty 
OGd years ago, the Baltimore und Ohio 
railroad having several veterans of this 
kind dating back to the early dawn of 
steam land transportation, while locomo- 
tives 30 and -10 years old can be found ic 
plenty—crude little teapots as compared 
with modern engines, but still doing effi- 
cient work. 
There is n distinct business in this coun- 


try followed by firms* and individuals wh<» 
might be termed railroad scavengers OT 
junkmen. They are wide wwake, shrewd 
fdlovcs, who know a good thing -wncn they 
see it, and do not hesitate to tftke long 
chances on opportunities which indicate 
profitable risks. The first requisite for 
engaging in a pursuit like theirs is a large 
storage yard with plenty of track room, 
connected' with some leading railroad, 
and a close second is a cash capital, for 
ready money is a necessity, and large sums 
muse befreqnently tied upforlongperiods. 
Buch a. junk man will buy anything con- 
nected vrith a railroad, but his main busi 
ness is dealing' with secondhand rolling 
stock. "When a railroad corporation builds 
;i supply ot new engines or cars to replace 
a like number withdrawn from service, the 
latter will not he sent to tho company's 
icrap heap, but -will bo offered to tho vari- 
ous fli'ius of juiiK men or Isrokcrs, who are 
usually •willing to pay a much higher price 
for olcl equipment aa it stands than could 
bo realized if converted into scrap. 
The 


changing of a narrow gauge road into a 
standard gauge, or tho substitution 'Ot 
steam for trolleys, brings a harvest to thesa 
d-s-.lcrs. And so from one source; and an- 
other the yards gradually fill up with a 
nondescript collection of railroad equip- 
ment; in every stage of dilapidation, and of 
many varied stylos, but all antiquated and 
ranch the worse for weur. Tlieso places are 
known in railway circles as '"graveyards," 
«3d tbe application of the title is self evi- 
(!unt. Having thus soured u stock in 
trade, the junk man liencts his efforts to 
dispose of his wares. Tho passenger airs 
are gone over thoroughly and put Jjito the 
best condition possible, a coat or two or 
p.Vmt and a, careful overhauling of tho run- 
ning gear oftentimo producing wonders. 
Ti-p nrcicnt engines iiro inspected by con,- 
prtt-nt men aid ordinary repairs are ii;ude, 
v, hile unusual or expensive alterations 
which may lio needed are noted and mado 
knovrn to tho would be customers. 


Strange as it may socm, there- is a steady 


demand for secondhand railway equip- 
ment. Tho market for engines and pas- 
senger cars is, as a rule, in the southern 
states and Mexico, where tho public arc 
not so exacting in their requirements as 
to speed and comfort. Instances are com- 
mon whers un entire railroad outfit, in- 
cluding engines, passenger, baggage, cs 
press ant! frcightcars, rails, switches, turn- 
tables, etc., hnvo been moved from ono lo- 
cality and put into service elsewhere, per- 
haps many Imndreds of miles distant, thU 
taking place, as a rule, when narrow gangu 
lines liavo been converted into broad or 
standard gauge systems. At ono time it. 
V7U8 anticipated there would lie. n ni'twork 
of narrow gauge railroads throughout the 
country, and in view of tin's many long 
luies.of thonarrow gauge width were laid, 
ono of which was the rond from Toledo to 
St. Louis, nearly 500 miles In length. 
\Ylicn that road was mado standard gaugo 
a few years since, there was a harvest for 
the junk men. The Beading railroad line 
from Camden, N. J., to Atlantic City, 
now considered one of' tho finest and best 
equipped railroads in tbe country, waa 
onuo a single track narrow gauge railroad. 
The great sugar plantations in tho south 
aro good customers of the "graveyards," 
and down in Louisiana and Texas tho 
northern traveler may now and then en- 
counter engines and freight cars engaged 
in handling sugar cano or farm supplies 
which at one time hauled coal or iron in 
the middle states. 


Liko other occupations, there are various 


shades and distinctions in tho workings of 
railroad junkmen. There are men who 
deal exclusively in secondhand railroad 
iron, others who buy and sell rolling 
a took, and «till others who may uo termed, 
tho Pullmans of tho profession and who 
handle pasMinger, baggage and privnto 
conches exclusively. These lattor not only 
sell cars outright, but likcwibO rent them 
for fixed terms, thoir most frequent pa- 
trons being theatrical managers. 
The 


gaudily painted cars now RO frequently 
seen in "tho provinces," comprising somo- 
tlmci an entire train ot baggage, day and 
sleeping cam, aro almost, without excep- 
tion the property of ono or two WR car 
brokerage firms located near Jersey City 
and uro chartered by the tho.itrlcal conipix

d« Koven Says \Vagner Did 


Found a School of Music. 


With all bis genius, with all his over 


whelming individuality and inflxtenoe, 
\Vagner did not succeed in founding i 
school. Ho left follo%vers and imitators 
but no successor, and this fact more than 
any other points and emphasizes tho ex 
traordinary tendency to individualism in 
modern art. A successor to Wagner, who | 
would follow strictly along tho lines he 
laid down, is improbable, if not impossible, 
because composers are not often equally 
great as poets and musicians, and it was 
the intensely close corelution between 
text and music which waa tho great fea- 
ture, tho great novelty, tho great power 
and strength of Wagner's work. If wo ad- 
mit this fact, if we allow that a "Wagner, 
like a Napoleon, occurs once within a 
cycle of centuries, and also admit—ns ob- 
viously we must—that the composers of 
the present day aro hopelessly, almost ser- 
vilely, under his inilucncc (another Wag- 
ner is hardly immediately possible), are 
we not forced to the conclusion that this 
influence o£ an o \crwholxning personality 
is responsible for tho present undoubted 
Stagnation in operatic production, and has 
therefore! boon subversive and hurtful both 
to opera in particular and to the best in- 
terests of musical art in general? 


Can we indeed say that we arc richer in 


genius und promise in opera since Wagner 
destroyed our operatic theories, und in 
pushing his own theories to an extreme of 
development set up an impossible and im- 
pructicablo standard of operatic construc- 
tion? It !-< not at all inconceivable* that 
md Wagner Jived ho himself would havo 
•ecoKnized that ho had indeed pushed his 
theories to an impracticable extreme, and 
evidences aro not wanting in "Parsifal" 
:hat he had arrived at this conclusion.—
